Billion Dollars in Assets

Great Western Financial
Corp. has become the first bil-
lion dollar savmgs and loan
organization in the nation, it
was announced by Warren Lee
Pierson, chairman of the board.

Consolidated assets of the
seven California savings and |
loan associations and other af- |
filiateg in the Great Western
Financial Group amounted to
$1,002,022,305 as of Nov. 16,
he said, This compares with
a total of $749,987,325 on the
same date a year ago, an in-
crease of 34 per cent in the
12-month period.

Pierson said that the growtm
of Great Western Savings and |
Loan Assn. of Los Angeles,
one of the seven associations
in the group and the fifth
largest in the nation, was a
significant factor in the
achievement of the billion dol-
lar level, Assets of this asso-
ciation have increased to $458,-
912,944 during the past year,
up $116,684,708 or 34 per cent
since Nov. 16, 1960,

GREAT WESTERN Savings,
founded in 1925, has branch
offices in Gardena, Lakewood,
Venice, South Bay and three
others in Los Angeles—Cren-
shaw, Manchester - Vermont,
and downtown.
